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Penny-pinchers  abuse  smileage 
card  privileges,  say  movie  men 

Due  to  the  misuse  of  Smileage  Cards  by  BYU  students,  the 
theaters  of  Provo  have  announced  that  they  will  not  sponsor  sales 
of  cards  next  year. 

This  decision  was  reached  after  investigation  had  shown  that, 
in  spite  of  many  attempts  to  curb  the  practice  of  “passing”  Smileage 
Cards,  students  persisted  in  loaning  them  out  to  people  not  en- 
titled to  them  or  have  bought  them  under  false  pretenses. 

On  occasion  students  have  been  asked  to  provide  other  proof 
of  their  identity,  such  as  a driver’s  license,  club  membership  cards, 
etc.  When  even  this  measure  failed  to  stop  illegal  use  of  the 
Smileage  Cards,  students  were  required  to  have  their  picture  put 
on  their  Activity  Cards. 

Many  students  have  complained  that  this  evidence  of  distrust 
is  unnecessary,  and  unfair.  However  it  must  be  remembered  that 
the  misuse  of  Activity  and  Smileage  cards  has  not  been  confined  to 
a few,  but  is  widespread  throughout  the  school. 

After  all  other  alternatives  have  failed  to  prevent  further  misuse 
of  student  privileges  such  a drastic  measure  was  a necessity.  Neither 
the  pleas  of  the  school  administration  nor  the  threats  of  the  theaters 
have  had  the  desired  effect. 

Downtown  theater  managers  report  that  last  quarter  not  only. 
BYU  students  but,  strangely  enough,  high  school  students,  citizens 
of  Provo  and  nearby  towns,  students’  parents  and  families,  non- 
students wives  or  husbands,  had  used  Smileage  Cards.  In  one  or 
two  cases,  even  college  faculty  members  and  their  wives  were 
discovered  using  the  cards. 

When  asked  what  plan  could  be  inaugurated  to  stop  illegal  use 
of  Smileage  Cards,  theaters  said  that  nearly  all  their  alternatives 
other  than  direct  discontinuation  of  Cards  had  been  tried,  with 
failure.  Therefore  they  have  agreed  among  themselves  not  to  sell 
Smileage  Cards  next  year. 

The  original  purpose  of  the  cards  was  to  build  up  the  Student 
Union  Building  Fund  of  the  college,  and  to  provide  a means  for 
college  students  to  save  money  in  the  local  movie  houses.  When 
everyone  and  his  dog  has  in  illegal  Smileage  Card,  it  is  obvious  that 
the  Student  Union  Fund  does  not  benefit,  and  the  theaters  lose 
money.

Explanation  of  the  honor  code 
procedure  and  of  student  respon- 
siilities  under  the  honor  system. 

The  honor  code  procedure  is 
being  presented  to  the  students 

the  best  work  of  the  legislative 
council.  It  is  designed  to  give  the 
honor  council  laws  and  regulat- 
ions to  which  this  council  must 
adhere  in  carrying  out  its  funct- 
ions. 

The.  primary  function  of  the 
honor  council,  as  outlined  in  the 
honor  code  procedure,  is  to  sup- 
ervise the  growth  of  the  honor 
system  on  a positive,  constructive 
level.  The  council  plaices  its  em- 
phasis on  helping  the  students  to 
an  understanding  of  honesty,  in- 
tegrity, and  fair  dealings  with 
others,  while  it  wishes  to  remove 
the  idea  that  it  is  a poice  force 
seeking  out  criminals  to  punish. 
(If  there  are  any  law  enforcement 
officers,  they  must  be  the  student- 
body  as  a whole,  rising,  upon  the 
occasion  of  an  honor  code  violat- 
ion, with  their  collective  social 
pressure  to  orce  -adherence  to  the 
honor  code.)

Fundamentally  then,  the  dis- 
cipline under  the  honor  system 
is  carried  out  by  student  body 
action.  To  be  specific,  students 
should  not  think  in  terms  of  turn- 
ing in  violators  to  the  honor  coun- 
cil, but  rather  they  should  at  the 
time  of  violation  demand  from 
the  violator  adherence  to  the  hon- 
or code. 

Only  in  extreme  instances,  where 
student  social  pressure  is  not  suf- 
ficient to  bring  a violator  to  an 
understanding  of  honesty,  the  vio- 
lation should  be  reported  to  the 
honor  council.  Violations  are  re- 
ported only  to  members  of  the 
honor  council  and  to  no  other  per- 
sons on  the  campus. 

Students  should  suggest  ver- 
bally to  a violator  adherence  to 
the  honor- code.  It  is  not  intended 
that  such  suggestions  be  given  in 
an  offensive  way,  but  rather 
frank,  tactful  suggestions  are  the 
most  effective  means  of  bringing 
violators  to  an  understanding  of 
what  the'  student-body  expects 
under  the  honor  system.

HONOR  CODE  PROCEDURE 

The  Honor  Code  and  the  Honor  Code 
Procedure  shall  be  known  as  the  Honor 
System.  The  Honor  System  shall  be  ad- 
ministered by  an  Honor  Council  as  pro- 
vided in  the  Honor  Code. 

Article  I 

SECTION  I:  Membership  of  the  Honor 
Council 

The  Honor  Council  shall  consist  of 
one  graduate  student,  three  seniors, 
three  juniors,  two  sophomores  and  two 
freshmen  who  adhere  to  the  standards 
of  the  Honor  Code  and  have  a mini- 
mum scholastic  average  of  2.0  for  their 
entire  college  career. 

B.  The  Dean  of  Students  and  the  Cam- 
pus Branch  President  shall  sit  as  active 
members  of  the  Honor  Council  when  the 
Council  meets  to  consider  non-academic 
violations. 

SECTION  II:  Appointment  of  the  Hon- 
or Council 

A.  Appointment  of  the  members  to  the 
incoming  Honor  Council  shall  be  made 
by  the  Student  Legislative  Council  from 
the  student  body  at  large  and  from 
names  submitted  by  the  outgoing  Honor 
Council. - 

B.  The  first  Honor  Council  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Student  Legislative 
Council  from  the  student  body  at  large 
when  the  Honor  Code  goes  into  effect. 

C.  The  Student  Legislative  Council 
shall  appoint  these  members,  except  the 
freshmen  members,  to  take  office  by  the 
first  week  of  spring  quarter.  The  fresh- 
men members  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Legislative  Council  by  the  seventh  week 
of  fall  quarter. 

. D.  The  chairman  of  the  Honor  Coun- 
cil shall  be  a senior  member  elected  by 
the  members  of  the  Honor  Council.  The 
secretary  shall  be  appointed  from  the 
Honor  Council  by  the  chairman. 

E.  If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Legislative 
Council,  any  member  of  the  Honor  Coun- 
cil does  not  meet  the  requirements  of 
Article  I,  Section  I a new  member  shall 
be  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  for  the 
class  represented. 

SECTION  III:  Deuties  of  the  members 
of  the  Honor  Council. 

A.  The  duties  of  the  chairman  of  the 
Honor  Council  shall  be: 

To  convene  and  preside  at  all  meet- 
ings. 

2.  To  appoint  a sub-chairman  from 
the  council  to  act  in  his  absence. 

3.  To  inform  the  proper  administrative 
authorities  when  violators  are  found 
guilty  by  the  council. 

B.  The  duties  of  the  secretary  shall  be: 

1.  To  keep  record  of  all  meetings  and 
activities  of  the  Honor  Council. 

2.  To  publish  and  post  the  results  of 
Honor  Council  proceedings  as  outlined 
in  Article  V,  Section  I,  part  C. 

3.  To  delete  names  of  violators  as 
outlined  in  Article  HI,  Section  HI. 

C.  All  members  shall  perform  those 
duties  mhich  assist  in  the  functioning 
of  the  Council  as  provided  in  article  H 
and  HI. 

Article  n 

SECTION  I:  Educational  Program 
The  Honor  Council  shall: 

A.  Prepare  information  on  the  Honor 
System  to  be  included  in  appropriate 
university  publications. 

B.  Cooperate  with  the  committee  on 
Orientation  to  instruct  freshmen  and 
other  new  students  during  Orientation 
Week. 

C.  Plan  and  carry  out  an  educational 
program  which  will  bring  the  tradition 
and  principles  of  the  Honor  Code  to  the 
attention  of  the  students  and  faculty 
throughout  the  year. 

Article  m 

SECTION  I:  Meetings  of  the  Honor 

Council 

The  Honor  Council  shall  meet  weekly 
or  when  specially  called  by  the  chair- 
man. Seven  members  shall  constitute 
a quorum. 

SECTION  II.  Procedure  of  the  Honor 
Council 

The  Honor  Council  shall  investigate 
violations  of  the  Honor  Code.  The  work- 
ing procedure  shall  be: 

1.  To  summon  the  plaintiff  to  obtain 
full  particulars  of  the  violation. 

2.  To  make  an  investigation  of  all 
ported  violations  including:  (a)  Circum- 
stances surrounding  violation,  (b)  Back- 
ground of  student  in  question. 

3.  To  summon  the  defendant  and:  (; 
Present  the  accusation  and  supporting 
evidence,  (b)  To  hear  the  defendant’ 
answer  to  the  accusation. 

4.  To  meet  in  secret  session  to  weigh 
evidence  for  and  against  the  defendant. 

5.  To  reach  a unanimous  decision^  for 
the  penalty  of  recommended  dismissal 
and  a three-fourths  vote  for  all  other 
recommendations.  A quorum  of  7 in  ac- 
ademic violation,  9 in  non-academic  vi- 
olation must  be  present  in  order  to  reach 
a decision. 

Failure  to  answer  summons  from 


accused  violator  to  confront  his  accuser, 
if  he  so  desires. 

SECTION  IH:  Records 
A.  All  case  records  of  the  Honor  Coun- 
cil shall  be  confidential  and  shall  be 
kept  for  future  reference.  The  names 
of  the  violators  shall  be  deleted  from  the 
council  records  at  the  end  of  each  school 
year. 

SECTION  IV:  Dismissal 
The  President  shall  be  informed  by 
the  Honor  Council  when  a recommend- 
ation for  dismissal  is  reached. 

SECTION  V:  Academic  violations  not 
requiring  dismissal 

The  Council  shall  report  to  the  faculty 
instructor  in  charge  of  the  class  in 
which  the  violation  occurred  their  rec- 
ommendation for  action  to  be  taken 
against  the  offender. 

SECTION  VI:  Review  of  case 
Any  case  in  which  there  is  a verdict 
of  guilty  shall  be  re-opened  upon  the 
presentation  of  new  evidence  bearing 
directly  upon  the  question  of  guilt.  Per- 


sons desiring  to  re-open  a case  shall  ap- 
pear before  the  Honor  Council  to  pre- 
sent such  new  evidence,  and  the  Council 
shall  determine  whether  this  new  evi- 
dence is  sufficiently  conclusive  to  war- 
rant a re-trial.  Should  the  case  be  re- 
opened, it  must  be  entirely  re-tried.

, Provision  shall  be  made  for  the 


Article  IV 

SECTION  I:  Violations  of  the  Honor 
Code 

Violations  of  the  Honor  Code  shall  be 
designated  as  academic  or  non-academic. 
Academic  violations  shall  consist  of  giv- 
ing or  receiving  aid  in  any  test,  or  quiz, 
and  in  any  work  that  is  not  excluded 
from  the  Honor  Code  by  the  instructor. 
Non-academic  violations  shall  be  con- 
sidered any  other  form  of  dishonorable 
conduct. 

SECTION  II:  Conditions  of  the  Ex- 

amanation 

A.  The  Honor  System  must  function 
through  a spirit  of  mutual  trust  and  re- 
spect in  student  and  faculty  relations. 
Every  oppurtunity  to  emphasize  this  kind 
of  relationship  should  be  utilized  by  both 
students  and  faculty.  For  example,  fac- 
ulty members  may  be  absent  from  the 
classroom  during  examinations. 

B.  The  Honor  Code  implies  that  the 
conditions  and  temptations  for  cheat- 
ing should  be  reduced  to  a minimum 
through  the  combined  efforts  of  faculty 
and  students. 

C.  The  Honor  Code  encourages  all 
means  of  warning  the  offender  before 
necessary  action  is  taken.  For  example, 
offenders  may  be  warned  by  fellow  stu- 
dents at  least  twice  before  they  are  re- 
ported, by  tapping  a pencil  or  by  other 
means. 

Article  V 

SECTION  I:  Penalties  of  the  Honor 

Code 

A.  The  following  are  the  penalties 
which  the  Honor  Council  shall  recom- 
mend to  the  proper  authorities  for  vi- 
olation of  the  Honor  Code. 

1.  For  a first  offense,  any  student 
found  guilty  of  cheating  shall  be  failed 
in  the  class  in  which  the  violation  oc- 
curs. 

2.  If  the  first-time  violator  has  been 
member  of  the  student  body  for  less 

than  one  quarter,  he  shall  be  failed  in 
the  examination  in  which  the  cheating 
occurs. 

3.  In  the  event  of  a second  offense, 
the  offender  shall  be  dismissed  from  the 
university  without  honor. 

B.  Penalties  recommended  to  the  ad- 
ministrator for  non-academic  violation 
of  the  Honor  Code  shall  be  on  a par 
with  academic  penalties. 

C.  The  record  of  violations  and  the 
penalties  imposed  upon  violators  who 
shall  be  unnamed,  shall  be  published  in 
the  student  newspaper  and  posted  upon 
the  library  bulletin  board. 

D.  Any  member  of  the  Honor  Council 
devulging  confidential  information  shall 
be  immediately  dismissed  from  the 
Honor  Council. 

Article  VI 

All  students  matriculating  at  Brig- 
ham Young  University  shall  be  subject 
to  the  Honor  Code  Procedure  and  at 
time  of  admittance  all  students  shall  be 
required  to  sign  a statement  containing 
the  following: 

1.  I have  read  the  Honor  Code. 

2.  I know  what  is  expected  of  me  un- 
der this  system. 

(Date)  Signed - 

Article  VII 

SECTION  I:  Any  changes  in  the  Honor 
Code  Procedure  shall  be  effective  when 
passed  as  by-laws  by  the  Executive  and 
Legislative  Councils  and  affirmed  by  a 
five  member  faculty  committee.  The 
faculty  committee  shall  be  elected  by 
the  general  faculty  of  the  university  for 
a period  of  one  school  year. 

SECTION  II:  The  Honor  Code  Procedure 
shall  become  effective  when  passed  by 
the  Executive  and  Legislative  Councils.

Provo  five  mauls  Pioneers,

Denver  University  was  the  victim  of  a vengeful 
Brigham  Young  University  cage  squad  Monday 
night,  when  the  Cougars  regained  some  of  their 
Wyoming-lost  glory  by  rolling  over  the  Pioneers  to 
the  tune  of  63-45  in  the  new  Denver  field  house. 


Monday’s  victory  was  the  first  in  three  con- 
ference starts  for  Cats.  It  was  Denver’s  second  loss 
and  threw  them  out  of  a three-way  tie  for  first 
place  with  Wyoming  and  Utah  State. 


Paced  by  Roland  Minson,  Mel  Hutchins  and  Joe 
Nelson  the  BYU  quintet  displayed  a coipplete  re- 
versal of  form  over  their  showing  against  the  Wy- 
oming Cowboys  on  Friday  and  Saturday  of  last 
week. 


Minson  was  top  scorer  for  the  evening,  bucketing 
19  points  on  eight  field  goals  and  three  charity 
tosses.  Nelson,  who  was  still  having  bad  luck  on 
some  of  his  shots,  connected  for  13  markers. 


Hutchins  was  easily  the  outstanding  man  on  the 
boards  during  the  evening.  Hutch  worked  the  de- 
fesive  backboard  in  the  manner  he  is  capable  of, 
while  a hot  Y team  made  his  job  easy  on  the  of- 
fensive board. 


Dale  Toft,  Denver’s  brilliant  sophomore  center, 
was  limited  to  one  field  goal  in  the  first  half,  but 
he  wound  up  the  game  with  a 14  point  total.
